March 4. — ^I'be Prea- 
idenl today seol to the Senate a re- 
port made by Secre'ary Olaey on tbe 
reaulutkm raqueatiag th* eorraapoa- 
dene* in th* eaa* m Dr. Bleaido 
Ruiz. The report soggeaM tiM laad- 
visability of supplying tb* eot r aa- 
pondence at tliia time, which sugges- 
tion tbe President Indorses, saying 
tli.1t il would bv irii ciiiipatil'le with the 
piilie interest to do so i>enditig Ihe 
public and exhaustive investigation 
about to l>e iustituted. 

The President adds the suggestion 
'that the Consul Q«o*ral sboukl 
have professional aid tal SMh Invaati- 
gation, though that uttir, tog*thcr 
withtb* aclaetlon oftb* partlentar 
persons to act with bim, properly de- 
volves i)|)on my successor in office. " 

Instead of transmitting the oilleial 
e(irrej.pondence, Ihe 8c« reliiry *up 
plies an neeount of his own i .nnposi 
tiou covering the essential fads in the 
case. He says : 

"Uuis, a native of Cubs, raroe to 
this country during the revolution 
which terminated in ISiO, and studi- 
ed dentistiy at Pbil*d*lphia« dwslar- 
ing hia iatantion to bsooM* a citlseu 
of th* Uni'ed SUtea In 1877, Uking 
his final paiM-rs in 1880, After this 
lie returned to Cuba, and has re.,id- 
ed there since." 

He details Ruiz' arrest ou Febru- 
nry 1, of which he snys, the liepart- 
nienl was immediately informed, but 
that nothing more was beani of the 
matter until February 17, when tbe 
Consul General reported tbat Buia 
bad been found dead. H* *^y* th* 
department hai aaanaMd that th* 
eaae was being attended to during 
this Interim and that a demand would 
lie made thai the prisoner should ikv 
put in coinmubii ado, but that it af- 
terward ih velo|ie<l that no such de- 
mand IkuI I'lcii made aud the prison- 
er had n ijiaincd constantly in soli- 
tary conQncmenl.

,°>. Iiaving a rough stone tloor with no 
iviii'low aud only a six inch sijuare 
opening in the door for the admission 
of food, which aperture waa kept 
shut except when ao oaad; tbat be 
died from ne^aot OT viohiaeat that 
an autopsy showed aeven eontoaioni 
on bis head ; that he died from con 
gestion of the brain ; that there was 
no fracture of the skull, but all 
knowledge waa confiued to tbe offic- 
ials, and that it wa* dttoolt lo aaa*r- 
taiu the facts. 

"He says thst, on the other hand, 
the acting governor general of Cuba, 
ia a report made to this government 
on Febmaiy M, atatia that Bois was 
ooallned in a roooi over 8x19 f*et, 
with a large window: tbat tbe room 
showed no signs of dampness, and 
that Kui/ had an easy chair and a 
eoinfortalile bod. This olHcial also 
urts that Kui/. was found in his 
ro.iiu very iiiucli exeil<Hl with a con- 
lusiiiii on his head, after a blow was 
heard in tbe room.
